Louis Leckler’s thriving roadside 
market was the victim of progress. 
The Leckler and Son farm, near La- 
Salle, Mich., is located on Telegraph 
Road (U. S. Route 24), once one of 
the nation’s busiest highways link- 
ing Toledo, Ohio, and Detroit, Mich. 
Last year a new 
opened between the two cities. Now 
‘| Road is deserted and

Louis Leckler’s stand is closed. 

“Our business was mostly with 
travelers who were looking for fresh 
vegetables to take back home,” 
Leckler explained. “We are located 
in an agricultural county and most 
people have their own gardens. So 
we can’t depend on local business.” 

Much of the former 
this roadside stand can be traced to 
cooled, field-fresh vegetables and a 
market-on-wheels plus an enterpris- 
ing grower using his equipment and 
storage areas to the fullest. 

Principal crop on the Leckler 
farm is Katahdin potatoes for 
in potato chips. Since the potatoes 
are kept on the farm four or five 
months before being picked up by 
the chip company, Louis needed a 
storage building large enough to 
house 40,000 bushels. 

From his own original plans, 
Louis constructed a  105x60-foot 
storage building. The area is divided 
into two rooms, 24x105 feet and 
36x105 feet. Sliding doors are used 
to convert the 36x105-foot room into 
two smaller rooms. 

A 9x9-foot cooler (approximate 
cost $1000) was constructed in the 
building for storage of small pota- 
toes for seed. 

Ventilation in the building is con- 
trolled by wall-cribbing. Three air 
ducts, each 24 inches wide and 20

This enterprising grower couldn't 
stand the new storage building re- 
maining empty during the summer 
months. 

First, he constructed a roadside 
stand-on-wheels. At night, the stand 
was rolled into the building. And 
during inclement weather, the build- 
ing provided shelter for customers 
selecting vegetables and fruits. 

Next, Louis converted the other 
storage room into a packing and 
grading area. 

Then, he used the cooler to re- 
move field heat from fresh-picked 
sweet corn, peppers, and cabbages, 
and apples and other fruits. Tem- 
perature in the cooler was kept 
about 40° F. 

Customer response to the cooled 
field-fresh vegetables was excellent. 
Icing sweet corn became a major 
industry on the Leckler farm. Louis

sells 80% of his sweet corn crop to 
local chain stores. 

The corn is picked fresh every 
morning and placed in paper bags

The results of our research find- 
ings when applied to a crop such as 
spinach show that yields of more than 
5 tons per acre are produced for each 
of the five following years. Quality 
of the spinach is also improved. In 
the nine years before fertility stand- 
ards were developed. varied 
from 2.78 to 5.83, with only three 
crops exceeding 5-ton vields. Amount 
of fertilizer applied was 1024 pounds 
of N, P, and K, compared with 483 
pounds today when cover crops are

used 

Too much plant food decreases 
vields. We were wasting fertilizer by 
over-fertilizing. 

In 1937 Rutgers University at New 
Brunswick, N. J., modified its recom- 
mendation for applying lime after 
plowing to applying lime before plow- 
ing. This was the beginning of the 
change in the almost universal recom 
mendation pertaining to the applica 
tion of lime. We, at Seabrook Farms, 
had been plowing lime under for a 
number of years prior to that time. 
On my own farm [| always plow the 
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lime under since our research has 
shown that lime plowed under en- 
courages much better and uniform 
root development. 

The same principle applies to the 
application of fertilizers. Further- 
more, fertilizer applied a few inches 
from the surface is not available dur- 
ing a period of drought unless the 
vrower uses irrigation. In that case, 
the method of applying fertilizer be- 
comes less important. However, with- 
out irrigation, we want optimum fer- 
tility throughout the full plow depth 
where we have the most water. 

This system stabilizes and increases 
crop yields in a period of drought 
when irrigation is not used. When our 
soils possess optimum fertility levels 
throughout the plow depth, we never 
obtain increased yields from banding 
at time of planting. Neither do we 
benefit by side-dressing most of our 
crops. 

Today, at Seabrook, we use 
soils laboratory for the 
research to determine how to feed our 
crops and the farm practice that is 
most economical to follow in provid- 
ing the fertility levels we know must 
he established and maintained. This 
has made a complete change in our 
farm practice. It has reduced our cost 
of fertilizer per unit of crops pro- 
duced, raised the fertility and tilth 
of our soils, stabilized and increased 
our crop vields and produced crops of 
better quality 

Following the harvest of the crop 
in the fall of the vear soil samples 
are taken from each field and analyzed 
to give us an inventory of the avail 
able nutrients. Our fertilizers are

blended on our specifications so that 
each field and crop receives sufficient 
for optimum production 

A few crops, such as spinach, broc- 
coli, and cauliflower, require a check 
on the nitrogen levels throughout the 
growing season. [his is done by tak- 
ing soil samples and analyzing for 
nitrogen every week to 10 days. Addi 
tional nitrogen is supplied to main 
tain the minimum level necessary for 
optimum production throughout the 
growing period. This amount differs 
greatly with the amount of rainfall 
for those areas not under irrigation. 
For those irrigated, the requirements 
are more uniform. 

\We analyze approximately 20,000 
soil samples a vear in our laboratory. 
Our research performs three distinct 
functions. The soil analysis provides 
an inventory of much of 
nutrient is available for the crop to be 
grown. We know from crop require 
ments obtained from our research 
how much, if any, should be added 
Consequently our fertilizer applica 
tion might be considered a preserip 
tion operation. The third function of 
our laboratory is to check the fertility 
levels of those crops which may re- 
quire additional nitrogen and 
above what can be applied before 
seeding or planting

California Wonder pepper is recom- 
mended for Pennsylvania. However, you 
might want to try Pennwonder, Rutgers 
World Beater No RR Yolo Wonder, or 
Keystone Resistant Giant. J. O. Dutt of 
Pennsylvania State University recommends 
Pennwonder, as it is generally a_ better 
yielding variety than California Wonder 
under southeastern Pennsylvania growing 
conditions

For example, five years ago the vegetable growing areas of New Jersey 
had only a few magnesium deficient areas.

One of these is the statute author- 
importation of Mexican 
workers for employment in the United 
States. This is commonly referred to 
as Public Law 78 

This statute provides that the Sec- 
retary of Labor has a responsibility 
to insure that the employment of Mex- 
ican workers “will not adversely af- 
fect the wages and working condi- 
tions of domestic agricultural workers 
similarly employed.” 

Although certainly not so intended 
by Congress, this language can be 
interpreted to mean that in order to 
avoid such adverse effect on domestic 
workers, the Secretary may say to 
prospective employers of Mexican 
nationals : “Before I can approve your 
request for Mexican workers, I need 
to assure myself that you are doing 
certain things for domestic workers.” 

What these certain things may be 
has never been spelled out. But it 
can apparently mean almost anything 
the Secretary decides it means. 

For example, the Secretary may, 
and on occasion has, told farmers that 
before they can be certified for Mex- 
ican workers they must send a truck to 
certain specified points, often many 
hundreds of miles away, to try to 
recruit farm from unem- 
ployed persons in that area 

Since Congress did not know that 
Public Law 78 would be so interpreted

they did not provide limitations and 
criteria within which the Secretary 
would be supposed to operate. 

The second statute on which the 
Secretary of Labor is basing his ac- 
tions is what is commonly known as 
the Wagner-Peyser Act. This is the 
Act by which the Congress created 
(in 1933) the federal-state employ 
ment service. 

The Secretary asserts that some of 
the general language in this statute 
can be construed to give him author 
ity to require farmers who wish to use 
the service of the Employment Serv- 
ice to: 

5 Pay prevailing wages to domes- 
tic farm workers. 

@ Meet specified housing stand- 
ards. 

® Provide or pay transportation to 
prospective workers on the same basis 
as other employers in the area of em 
ployment or on the same basis as 
other employers who obtain workers 
from the same source. 

® Provide other terms of employ 
ment similar to those provided by 
other farm emplovers in the area. 

\fter a great deal of controversy 
and opposition, Secretary of Labor 
James P. Mitchell has issued regula- 
tions, which went into effect on De 
cember 20, which will require user: 
of the Employment Service facilities 
to agree to do the things listed in the 
preceding paragraph. 

It will be years before the full sig- 
nificance of these regulations is fully 
determined. 

For example, take the phrase “pre- 
vailing wages.” What does this mean 
and how are they to !e determined ? 
Present indications are that the same 
formula will be used for purposes of 
the Wagner-Peyser Act as has been 
used for the Mexican program. 

Space does not permit a review 
of this formula here. Suffice it to say 
that the prevailing wage so deter- 
mined will be substantially in excess 
of what is now paid by many farmers. 

Irrespective of what may be said of 
the present regulations, the most sig- 
nificant fact is that if the Secretary 
of Labor has the authority he now 
asserts, there is no discernible limita- 
tion on how this authority can be used 
in the future.

farmers—too much to be held by one 
man. 

This matter is of primary signifi- 
cance to fruit and vegetable producers. 
Most other farmers either do not em- 
ploy a substantial number of workers 
on a seasonal basis, or, for one rea- 
son or another, are not dependent 
upon the employment service for re- 
cruitment of workers. 

The issue is clear—do farmers sub- 
mit to this reach for power by the 
Department of Labor—or do they de- 
mand corrective action ? 

The means for corrective action 
are available. Public Law 78 expires 
June 30, 1961. Bills have been intro 
duced providing for the extension of 
the statute. These bills are H.R. 9869 
(Henry A. Dixon of Utah), H.R. 
9875 (Clifford McIntyre of Maine), 
and H.R. 9871 (Ezekial Gathings of 
\rkansas ). 


But these bills do more. They also 
prov ide: 


1) For establishment of Congres- 
sional criteria and standards for the 
determination of “adverse effect.” 

2) That the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture and the Secretary of Labor shall 
jointly approve all farm labor regula- 
tions issued under Public Law 78 or 
the Wagner-Peyser Act. 


3) That neither of these statutes 
shall be construed to authorize regula- 
tion of wages or perquisites of do 
mestic farm workers. Tue EnNp. 


ORGANIC SOILS GUIDE 


HE organic soil resources of the 

United States are largely unde- 
veloped and constitute important 
potential soil reserves. In Michigan 
alone, there are +14 million acres of 
organic soils of which less than 5% 
is farmed. Yet many of these soils 
are suitable for agricultural pur- 
poses and can be developed. 

\n organic soil—sometimes called 
peat or muck—contains 20 to 30% 
or more organic matter 1 foot or 
more in depth. It is formed under 
water or under cool, wet, climatic 
conditions. 

To aid in the utilization of organic 
soils, J. E. Davis and R. E. Lucas, 
of Michigan State University’s de- 
partment of soil sciences, have 
recently published a guide—Organic 
Soils, Their Formation, Distribution, 
Utilization, and Management. Such 
subjects as nutrient requirements of 
crops, adapted crops, soils, fertilizer 
placement on muck, and commercial 
uses of peat are discussed.

rows too deep. Seed planted too 
deeply will not make it. 

A real seed-saving trick can be 
accomplished by slipping the flat or 
other container in a plastic bag or 
wrapping in polyethylene. Sufficient 
air will enter through the plastic. No 
further watering will be required 
until the seedlings emerge. The 
plastic keeps out air-borne organ- 
isms and prevents drying out. Many 
failures can be attributed to careless 
watering. 

Most seeds germinate 
to 75° F. Many growers use a hot 
table for seed germination rather 
than holding the entire house at this 
temperature. Some tables have steam 
or hot water pipes placed quite close 
together under the table. A simple 
hot table can be made with soil heat- 
ing cable properly installed on top 
of a section of bench. To conserve 
heat and keep up humidity, enclose 
this area with plastic as you would 
a hotbed. 

How many seedlings should you 
get? It is generally felt that 65 to 
75% of any good lot of seeds should 
sprout and, roughly, 50 to 60% 
should yield good seedlings. When 
the seedlings begin to emerge, re- 
move or raise the plastic cover and 
transfer the flats to a light, cool area. 
Generally, a temperature of 55 to 
60° F. is high enough. If held at 
high temperatures too long, the 
seedlings will be too soft and spin- 
dling. 

On most varieties of flowers and 
vegetables, you will want to make 
several dates of seeding to spread 
out the transplanting operation and 
to give some spread during the sales 
period. Do not neglect some late 
\pril sowings of the fast-growing 
Salable plants can be grown 
more quickly in late April and May. 

Transplanting is a time-consum- 
ing job. Dibble boards with suffi- 
cient holes for the size of the pack 
or flat are essential. Generally speak- 
ing, wait until the first true leaves are 
well developed before transplanting. 
They can be handled much more 
easily and with greater speed. Firm 
the soil well around the roots and 
water thoroughly. 

Make sure the customer is satis- 
fied. Many growers put 15 plants in 
a “12-pack.”” This never hurts repeat 
sales. 

More and more gardeners will pay 
a premium for special gion in 
pots. Plants in clay, plastic, or peat 
pots of 3- or 4-inch size make attrac- 
tive specials. This is especially true 
with tomato plants. It is not un- 
common for potted tomato plants to 
sell for 35 to 50 cents each and even 
more. The small gardener always 
wants to get the earliest tomatoes in 
the neighborhood.

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SWEET CORN 


Irrigation Increases Yields 

XPERIMENTS conducted at 

New York State Experiment 
Station, Geneva, have shown that 
irrigation of sweet corn increases the 
number of marketable ears. 

Average weight per ear, gross yield 
of ears in the husk, percentage of 
usable corn which could be recovered 
from unhusked ears, and the net yield 
of corn were increased in the irri- 
gated plots. Irrigated corn was har- 
vested two days later than non-irri- 
gated corn but the percentage of mois- 
ture in the cut corn was approxi- 
mately the same. 

Irrigation was deemed necessary 
when the “available” moisture 
dropped below 50% in the upper 24 
inches of the soil. 

Close spacing, up to 15,800 plants 
per acre, reduced the marketable ears 
per plant and the average weight per 
ear, but because of the larger num- 
ber of plants per acre, it increased 
the acre vield and increased the per- 
centage of usable corn which could 
be cut from the ears. 


Refrigeration All the Way 
WEET corn has emerged to high 
levels of popularity on an almost 

vear-round basis due to improved 

preparation and handling. 

Coming out of the fields, sweet corn 
has a high volatile sugar content. 
When corn is exposed to warm air, 
its sugar soon turns to starch, and the 
corn loses its sweetness and tender- 
ness. At 86° F. as much sugar is lost 
in about four hours after picking as 
is lost in 96 hours at 32° F. Quick 
cooling and almost immediate chilling 
is a necessity. Refrigeration all the 
way is the “secret weapon” through 
which a fine eating product reaches 
the consumer's table.

What’s Ahead 
in Watermelons? 
HItE Hubert C. Mohr, of 
Texas A. & M., was at the 
watermelon trials on a farm near 
Nacogdoches, Texas, he saw a water- 
melon vine which looked as though 
it were stunted. 

Not satisfied to pass it up, he 
asked and got permission to take 
the lone melon on the vine back to 
the college. Here he began the long, 
tedious work of breeding that was 
to put the Bush Desert King water- 
melon on the farms of certified seed 
PTOWERTS. 

“The bush type watermelon makes 
a heavy growth of foliage that dis- 
courages weed growth,” Mohr points 
out. “And it’s much easier to culti- 
vate between the vines than with 
conventional vine-type melons.” 

Mohr tells about 
with his melons in the early trials 
when he had returned from an ex- 
tended trip. “The vines had made 
considerable growth during my ab- 
sence,” he observed, “but there were 
no melons in sight. | figured it was 
an interesting experiment—lots of 
foliage, but no fruit. But when | 
looked beneath the heavy growth, | 
found plenty of watermelons.” 


an experience 


The present Bush Desert King its 
a compact plant that occupies little 
space, making it easy to cultivate 
and dust or spray with machinery. 
Melons weigh about 20 to 35 pounds, 
and the dense foliage protects the 
melons from sunburn and crow 
damage. 

In a nearby field of regular vine- 
type melons, weeds were flourishing 
as a result of rains that fell during 
the latter part of the watermelon 
erowing season. [t was practically 
impossible to keep ahead of them. 
Yet, the few sparse weeds found in 
the field of bush-type melons were 
found between the plants in space 
that was easy to cultivate. 

Disadvantage of the present melon 
released from Texas Agricultural 
Experiment Station in 1957 is that 
it is vellow fleshed, a determent to 
sales on many markets. 

Scattered about the field 
Mohr is trying his various crosses 
were cut melons, some red fleshed, 
some yellow. Mohr believes that 
present trials will result in’ bush 
varieties which produce red-fleshed 
melons. But there are many prob- 
lems facing the breeder yet to be 
overcome before consumers can walk 
into food stores and carry off some 
of these superior quality melons. 


W here 
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“We're trying for a hybrid bush- 
type watermelon with a dark-green 
rind which is red fleshed and weighs 
about 30 pounds. Trials to date look 
good in this direction,” Mohr _ re- 
veals. “Big advantages of the hybrid 
watermelon are uniform = size and 
uniform color. Consumers won't 
have to guess at what they're buy- 
ing. They will know they're getting 
good quality.” 

The new watermelon is not ex- 
actly a bush. The flowers are borne 
on upright stems, but the weight of 
the growing melon soon lowers it to 
the ground where it rests until 
mature. 

Mohr’s scrutinizing eye singled 
out another watermelon vine which 
can eventually save considerable 
expense to certified seed growers. 
While inspecting some watermelon 
plantings on experimental plots at 
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Bush type watermelon of the future may be a 
hybrid, red flessed, and seediess, according to 
Hubert C. Mohr, horticulturist, pictured above 
in experimental melon field at Texas A. & M. 


Prairie View, he observed a_ vine 
with non-lobed leaves. 

Of no commercial value in itself, 
Mohr felt these different kinds of 
leaves might become a_ genetic 
marker in producing hybrid water- 
melons. A few trial plantings proved 
he was right. Now it’s easy to detect 
acceptable plants among hybrid 
crosses. The plants with non-lobed 
leaves are simply weeded out and 
thrown away. 

Mohr predicts another improve- 
ment in watermelons that should 
please the consumer. “There’s a 
good possibility our future water- 
melon not only will be a bush-pro- 
duced hybrid with uniform color 
and quality, but may be seedless as 
well,” Mohr says. 

Melons from crosses will produce 
seed that will in turn grow the seed- 
less melons. Thus the line will end 
with the commercial grower who 
must buy new planting seed each 
vear. But this has its advantages, 
too. It assures consumers of melons 
of uniform quality —A. B. Kennerly.

GREENHOUSE

Early Greenhouse Tomatoes 
*ARLY spring crop greenhouse 
4 tomatoes bring the highest re- 

turns. This fact is known by growers 

who try to hit the early market. 

Walter McAllister, of the Cleveland 

vreenhouse area, has the reputation 

of being one of the first with quality 
tomatoes. 

It is not by chance that Walt Mc- 
\llister turns out a crop admired by 
his fellow gyrower:rs. He tells them 
you must “learn” to grow an early 
crop. Begin by planting in February, 
then each year begin a few days or 
a week earlier to gain experience. 

Operating expenses are greater 
for an early crop but profits can 
likewise be higher. There is the ex- 
citing element of chance in this busi- 
ness. Constant attention has to be 
given to the crop every day, not to 
mention good growing techniques. 
Llere McAllister cautions 
“learn by doing” through’ each 
growing Operation.

the one crop system is employed 
by McAllister as with other growers 
vying for an early market. His main 
reason in growing the one crop is 
to avoid tobacco mosaic. He found 
from the profit standpoint that one 
long crop has been equal to or better 
than a spring and fall crop rotation. 

MeAllister is typical of the Cleve- 
land area growers in not keeping 
secrets so many of his practices are 
spirit here is that a 
strong market is dependent on a 
plentiful supply of quality tomatoes. 

The soil in the McAllister green- 
house is steam sterilized in the nor- 
mal manner after the old plants are 
removed in late July. The next step 
is planting rye. This is turned under

Organic matter in the sandy loam 
soil is increased by the rye stems 
and roots. Also surplus moisture is 
removed after sterilization and leach- 
ing. This is important in controlling 
the growth of plants to be set in 
December. 

Learning to grow successful early 
crops has convinced McAllister to 
use mature plants. He feels the first 
flower cluster should be open before 
setting out. Peat pots have produced 
the type of mature plant he prefers. 
A huskier plant with flower clusters 
that are set has resulted in plants 
easier to control in peat pots. Last

Since the major market demand is 
for bunched radishes, the major por- 
tion of the radish harvest is done by 
hand. Puerto Rican labor is used. 

The Breits are developing their 
own harvester for topped radishes 
which are packaged in cello bags. 
One of Breit’s nephews, Ed, built 
the harvester. At present, it is rigged 
for one row but after further perfec- 
tion, three rows will be harvested at 
the same time. 

All produce is mechanically 
washed and hand-packed with the 
exception of the cello radishes which 
are mechanically bagged. An_ old 
dairy milk shed has been converted 
to washing and packing lines and 
cold storage. Produce is held in cold 
storage ready for ae in semi- 
trailers owned by the Breits. 

About 90% of the production goes 
direct to chain warehouses. 
the remainder is sold on the South 
Water Market in Chicago. 

At the chain store warehouses the 
produce is loaded into store delivery 
trucks the same day, thus guarantee- 
ing a quality product for the con- 
sumer. 

The Breit operation is an_all- 
family affair.

For 
insulation, Louis used 4 inches of 
Styrofoam (Dow Chemical Corp.) 
on all walls and flooring. The walls 
were plastered and covered with 
white cement paint.

Vegetables are washed, dried, and 
packed before being stored in the 
coolers. A  Lobee washer-waxer 
(Lobee Pump Co., Gasport, N. Y.) 
is used for tomatoes, peppers, and 
squash before they are packed. 

Production on the 200-acre farm 
is varied. Although potatoes are the 
major crop (45 acres), Louis also 
grows about 40 acres of Rutgers and
